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FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 


CHILDBED'S  AID  SOCIETY 

OF  BALTIMORE. 


The  Board  of  Managers  make  this  report  after  another  year  of  expe- 
rience, with  increased  confidence  in  the  great  benefits  which  are  to  be 
derived  from  the  operations  of  the  Society,  not  only  by  the  poor  helpless 
little  children,  whom  it  aids  directly,  but  by  the  City  and  State  as  well. 
They  feel  that  without  it  the  condition  of  these  destitute  friendless  ones 
would  be  greatly  more  forlorn  and  hopeless  than  it  is  ;  and  as  we  take 
them  from  the  midst  of  the  abounding  population  of  the  City,  where 
vicious  training  and  temptation  would  make  them  its  burthen  and  its 
curse,  and  put  them  into  country  homes,  where  their  labor  is  sorely  need- 
ed, we  confer  a  double  benefit  of  incalculable  value  upon  the  children 
and  the  community.  We  believe  that  with  adequate  means  and  increased 
zeal,  we  can  extend  these  benefits  to  every  child  who  may  need  our  aid, 
and  that  every  County  of  the  State  will  feel  the  beneficent  influence  of  our 
operations.  Our  Agent  has  during  the  past  summer,  visited  many  of  our 
children,  and  reports  that  they  are  everywhere  gladly  welcomed  and  high- 
ly esteemed,  and  that  the  larger  boys  were  engaged  in  ploughing,  har_ 
vesting  and  other  farm  labor,  with  great  satisfaction  to  themselves  and 
their  foster  parents. 

During  the  past  year,  the  number  of  children  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Society,  by  the  Courts  and  Magistrates,  (at  the  instance  in  most  cases 
of  the  Police,)  under  the  Act  of  1864,  Sec.  922,  authorizing  such 
commital,  has  been  more  than  double  what  it  was  the  previous  year,  and 
will  in  the  future  be  largely  increased,  as  the  number  of  destitute  and 
vagrant  children  is  largely  on  the  increase,  and  our  Society  is  considered 
the  best  custodian  of  such  children  as  are  not  to  be  committed  for  actual 
crime  ;  in  tact  no  children  but  infants,  idiots,  or  those  diseased,  are  now 
sent  to  the  Alms  House,  but  are  committed  to  our  care  instead.  Many  causes 
combine  to  increase  the  number  of  children  who  require  our  aid,  and  come 
within  the  category  of  destitute  and  vagrant,  among  which  is  the  diffi- 
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culty  of  finding  employment  for  the  great  number  of  men  who  have  been 
discharged  from  the  army,  many  of  them  maimed  and  disabled  in  body, 
others  with  intemperate  and  improvident  habits,  and  thus  unable  to  support 
their  families;  and  the  further  fact  that  many  women  who  havebeen  made  wid- 
ows bythe  war,  marry  and  find  their  husbands  unwilling  or  unable  to  support 
the  children  of  the  first  marriage.  Then  many  families  find  their  way  here 
frcm  the  South,  almost  always  in  great  destitution,  and  requiring  aid  for 
themselves  and  children.  We  have  already  provided  homes  for  a  good 
many  children,  who  were  thus  brought  to  this  City.  We  do  not  confine  our 
aid  to  the  children  of  Baltimore,  but  in  some  instances  have  taken  children 
from  other  towns  in  the  State,  and  are  always  ready  to  extend  it  to  any 
who  may  need  it  in  any  part  of  the  State.  Nor  do  we  confine  our  interest 
in  children  to  merely  procuring  them  homes  in  the  country,  but  in  many 
instances  we  have  protected  and  defended  children  who  were  or  had 
been  subjected  to  abuse  and  cruelty,  and  we  stand  ready  at  all  times,  to 
investigate  all  cases  of  alleged  abuse,  and  if  proper,  to  interfere  in  favor  of 
children,  whether  fit  subjects  for  sending  to  the  country  or  not. 

In  a  word,  our  name  defines  our  work.  We  aid  children  who  may  require 
our  aid,  and  we  are  persuaded  that  the  means  we  have  at  our  command 
of  providing  them  with  good  country  homes,  in  which  they  are  trained  and 
educated,  is  the  best  and  cheapest  mode  in  which  effectual  aid  caw  be 
given  them,  and  as  a  means  of  reforming  children  and  of  fitting  them  for 
a  useful  life,  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  can  be.  We  rarely  bind  our  children, 
but  they  are  under  our  care  and  supervision,  in  their  country  homes,  and 
by  visiting  and  correspondence  we  keep  a  constant  oversight,  and  protect 
and  encourage  them  in  well  doing,  and  always  insist  upon  their  being  sent 
to  Sabbath  and  day  School  a  portion  of  the  year,  and  also  insist  upon  per- 
sons to  whom  they  are  sent,  providing  them  with  a  small  sum  of  money, 
say  $50  or  $100,  or  its  equivalent,  when  they  become  of  age.  We  have 
more  applications  for  children  than  we  can  fill. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  received  105  children,  of  whom  102  have 
been  placed  in  good  country  homes,  and  3  committed  to  other  institutions. 

We  have  received  375  children  since  the  foundation  of  the  Society, 
most  of  whom  have  been  visited,  and  all  corresponded  with  during  the 
year  by  our  Agent,  whose  report  will  show  more  in  detail  our  operations 
specially  under  his  charge. 

Our  Finances  are  in  good  condition,  and  we  will  commence  the  year 
out  of  debt,  notwithstanding  our  expenses  have  been  largely  increased  by 
the  high  price  of  all  necessary  articles.  The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  will 
show  the  amount  of  contributions  and  expenses. 
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We  propose  during  the  coming  year  to  remove  to  our  own  house,  No. 
72  Calvert  Street.  This  will  involve  a  considerable  expenditure  for  furni- 
ture and  improvement  of  house  to  suit  our  wants.  We  trust  that  special 
donations  of  sufficient  amount  in  money  and  furniture  may  he  made  to 
enable  us  to  furnish  and  fit  it  up  in  a  suitable  manner.  We  feel  confident 
that  the  usefulness  of  the  Society  will  be  promoted  by  this  removal,  and 
that  so  long  as  we  continue  to  prosecute  so  noble  a  work,  in  a  proper 
manner  and  with  increasing  good  effect  upon  the  interests  of  the  poor  child- 
ren, and  of  the  City  and  State,  that  we  will  be  sustained  by  public  and 
private  contributions  sufficient  for  our  need.  The  City  gave  the  Society 
$1,000  the  past  year,  but  tbe*State  appropriation  of  like  amount  failed  to 
pass  because  of  want  of  time,  at  the  close  of  the  Session  of  the  Legislature. 
We  hope  however,  at  the  next  Session  that  the  appropriation  will  be  made. 

We  feel  it  our  duty  to  acknowledge  with  grateful  hearts  the  liberal 
support  the  Society  has  met  with  in  the  past,  and  beg  that  those  who 
have  hitherto  sustained  us  will  continue  to  do  so,  and  that  those  who  have 
not  heretofore  will  give  to  the  charity.  The  report  of  the  donations  and 
contributions  received  is  appended.  Our  Collector,  Mr.  Solomon  O'Bryon, 
who  has  most  faithfully,  and  we  trust  agreeably,  advocated  the  claims  of 
our  Society,  upon  the  charity  of  our  citizens,  will  continue  his  labors  in 
its  behalf.  We  beg  for  him  a  favorable  reception  at  their  hands  during 
the  coming  year. 

To  our  Agent,  Mr.  Palmer;  and  to  our  Matron  Mrs.  Parks,  we  feel  our 
acknowledgments  are  due  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  performance  of 
their  important  aud  difficult  duties.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to 
say,  that  since  the  foundation  of  the  Society,  we  have  lost  but  one  child  by 
death,  and  have  had  but  few  or  no  cases  of  serious  sickness.  Nothing  can 
be  a  more  satisfactory  proof  of  the  good  care  which  our  children  receive, 
both  in  our  own  House  and  in  the  Country  Homes  to  which  we  have 
sent  them.  Dr.  Thomas,  a  member  of  our  Board,  is  the  Physician  of  the 
Home,  and  to  his  skill  and  unremitting  attention  to  the  children  gratui- 
tously bestowed,  we  owe  our  most  grateful  thanks  We  would  also  acknow- 
ledge the  efficient  aid  given  to  us  by  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers,  and 
trust  when  we  remove  into  our  new  Home,  that  we  may  have  their  assist- 
ance and  active  co-operation  in  making  it  what  we  desire  our  Home  to  be. 
The  Northern  Central  B.  B.  and  the  Balto.  and  Ohio  R.  B  most  liberal- 
ly give  our  Agent  and  children  free  passage  over  their  Boads,  and  the 
Steamboats  on  the  Bay,  have  reduced  the  usual  fare  in  our  favor.  This  lib- 
erality is  of  most  important  advantage  to  us,  and  the  expenses  of  sending 
our  children  to  their  country  homes,  is  thus  greatly  reduced. 
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We  still  hope  to  see  carried  out  the  plan,  which  was  adopted  some 
months  ago,  under  the  auspices  of  our  Society,  of  establishing  an  Indus- 
trial School  for  young  girls.  We  think  it  a  most  pressing  want  in  our  State, 
and  one  which  should  he  provided  for  by  public  and  private  charity,  and 
when  the  excitement  and  confusion  incident  to  the  late  war  shall  have 
subsided,  we  are  confident  will  be  so  provided. 

We  desire  to  suggest  to  the  Pastors  of  Churches  and  Superintendents 
of  Sabbath  Schools,  that  our  Society  presents  a  mode  of  Missionary  work, 
very  especially  adapted  to  the  efforts  of  the  Children,  in  which  the  money 
they  may  contribute  is  expended  upon  truly  Missionary  work  done  in  our 
streets,  and  at  our  very  doors,  and  the  result  of  which  they  may  plainly 
see  at  anytime.  We  beg  for  our  Agent,  Mr.  Palmer,  who  will  at  any  time 
visit  Sabbath  Schools  and  explain  our  work,  and  its  results  an  invitation 
to  address  the  children,  and  to  solicit  their  aid  in  behalf  of  our  Society. 
During  the  past  year  a  member  of  our  Board,  Wilson  Gr.  Horner,  was 
removed  by  death.  His  active  benevolence,  and  especially  his  love  for  child- 
ren, made  him  a  valuable  member  of  the  community  and  of  the  Society. 

In  conclusion,  we  may  say,  that  having,  by  the  good  hand  of  God  aiding 
our  poor  efforts,  accomplished  so  much  under  great  discouragement ;  and 
believing  as  we  do  that  the  means  under  His  blessings  are  peculiarly  adap- 
ted to  the  ends  we  have  in  view,  we  most  confidently  go  forward,  com- 
mending our  Society  to  the  charity  and  good  will  of  all  who  pity  little 
children,  and  desire  the  good  of  our  City  and  State. 


ANN  UAL  REPORT

GrENTLEMEN  : 

In  retrospecting  our  work  for  the  past  five  years,  my  heart  is  impressed 
with  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  to  Grod  for  the  influence  of  His  Blessed 
Spirit,  which  inclined  the  hearts  of  His  children  to  establish  our  Society, 
the  very  name  of  which  reminds  us  of  Him,  who  first  claimed  to  he  the 
"Children's  Friend." 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  lengthen  this  Report  by  a  recital  of  the  many 
difficulties  with  which  we  have  had  to  contend,  but  thank  God ! !  the  dark 
clouds  of  war  which  has  lowered  over  our  infancy,  have  been  driven  back 
by  His  merciful  hand,  and  behold  the  glorious  sun  of  peace  is  once  more 
beaming  upon  us. 

Our  Statistical  Report  shows  that  we  had  remaining  in  our  "Home"  at 
the  close  of  the  previous  year,  7  children — 105  additional  ones  have  been 
received, — and  34  returned  to  the  "Home"  from  the  country,  making  in 
the  aggregate  146.  Of  this  number  101  have  been  placed  in  comfortable 
homes,  16  have  run  off  from  the  "Home" — and  for  various  reasons  were 
not  returned ;  21  have  been  returned  to  their  parents,  leaving  with  us  not 
yet  disposed  of,  8. 

Of  the  105  received — 24  had  both  parents  living — 59  had  but  one 
parent  (in  most  cases  father  dead,)  and  22  were  orphans. 

67  were  received  from  parents  and  friends, — 36  from  magistrates, — and 
2  from  the  Orphans'  Court. 

22  could  read  and  write — 37  could  read  only, — and  46  could  neither 
read  nor  write. 

Of  the  113  placed  in  homes,  including  the  12  transferred  in  the  coun- 
try— 5  were  placed  in  our  own  city,  84  in  Maryland,  19  in  Pennsylvania, 
4  in  Virginia,  and  1  in  Indiana. 

Of  the  above  number  (113)  80  have  been  placed  with  Farmers, — 11 
with  Mechanics, — 5  with  Merchants, — 14  to  various  occupations, — and  3 
to  Institutions.  The  number  of  children  received  during  the  year  exceeds 
by  12  that  of  the  previous  year. 
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I  have  always  endeavored  to  exercise  a  watchful  care  over  the  children 
placed  by  us  in  country  homes ;  protecting  thern  from  abuse,  neglect  and 
improper  example.  In  this  respect  our  work  differs  from  most  kindred 
Institutions ;  as  we  rarely  bind  our  children,  but  place  them  as  members 
of  suitable  families,  under  a  written  contract,  which,  if  violated,  at  once 
deprives  the  parties  receiving  the  child,  of  all  further  claim  to  it.  In  a 
word,  the  child  is  under  the  special  guardianship  of  the  Society,  until  it 
arrives  at  age,  and  I,  as  your  Agent,  feel  it  obligatory  upon  me,  to  protect 
it  in  whatever  position  it  may  be  placed  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Past  experience  has  suggested  the  adoption  of  such  precautionary  meas- 
ures, as  will  enable  me  to  keep  you  at  all  times  informed,  relative  to  the 
welfare  of  our  children.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  to  your  satisfaction, 
on  the  first  of  October  last  I  opened  a  "Country  Journal".  In  this 
Journal,  to  which  is  attached  an  "Index,"  I  have  regularly  and  system- 
atically copied  all  letters  from  Foster  Parents,  and  others,  relative  to  our 
children,  with  all  verbal  information.  Reports  of  expeditions  to  the 
country,  visits  to  the  children  in  their  country  homes,  &c. ,  &c.  By  this 
means,  I  am  enabled  at  all  times  to  inform  you,  or  the  parents  and  friends 
of  the  children,  relative  to  their  welfare  and  prospects. 

I  require  of  the  Foster  Parents  of  our  children  a  Report,  on  the  first 
of  January  and  first  of  July  of  each  year.  This  regulation  I  have 
endeavored  strictly  to  enforce.  The  result  has  been,  that  we  have  heard, 
during  the  year,  from  all  the  children  placed  in  the  country,  from  the 
organization  of  our  Society,  and  from  many  of  them  frequently.  The 
majority  of  these  Reports  have  been  of  the  most  satisfactory  description, 
as  shown  by  some  of  the  letters  inserted  in  our  present  Report. 

In  a  word,  I  have  so  systematized  our  work,  as  to  enable  me  at  any 
time,  to  furnish  full  and  concise  information  relative  to  any  child  under 
my  care  in  the  country. 

Independent  of  the  above  means  of  information,  I  have  endeavored  as 
far  as  possible,  during  the  year  to  visit  our  children  in  their  country 
homes,  and  by  a  personal  interview,  satisfy  myself  relative  to  their  condi- 
tion.    Our  statistics  show  that  98  have  been  visited. 

The  number  of  written  and  verbal  Reports  received,  relative  to  the 
children  during  the  year,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  840.  45  of  our 
children  visited  us,  and  38  letters  have  been  received  from  the  children 
themselves. 

The  main  object  with  me  has  been  to  place  our  "little  ones"  in  families, 
where  they  will  not  only  be  temporally,  but  spiritually  cared  for.  The 
fact  that  a  Christian  family  is  the  "Institution"   ordained  of  God  for 
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the  training  of  children,  is  beyond  a  doubt.  Particular  attention  has 
been  paid  by  me  to  this  important  branch  of  our  work.  I  could  cite 
numerous  instances,  of  children  received  from  low  dens  of  infamy  and 
crime,  in  our  city,  who  from  their  infancy  were  taught  to  lie,  swear  and 
steal,  now  in  homes  in  the  country,  entirely  reformed. 

As  much  as  has  been  accomplished,  we  have  but  commenced  our  work. 
"We  should  have  an  "Industrial  School"  in  connection  with  our  "Home," 
where  the  street  children  could  be  instructed  in  some  useful  occupations, 
with  the  ordinary  branches  of  an  English  education  j  also  a  Chapel  and 
Sabbath  school.  By  the  adoption  of  the  above  means,  many  destitute 
children  would  be  brought  under  our  influence,  who  are  now  beyond  our 
reach.  I  have  always  conceived  it  my  duty,  not  only  to  receive,  and  pro- 
tect the  children  committed  to  our  care,  but  also  to  extend  to  all  children 
coming  under  my  notice, — who  may  need  it, — protection  and  support. 

In  a  word,  gentlemen,  is  it  not  our  duty,  as  a  benevolent  society,  to 
extend  our  means  of  usefulness,  beyond  the  mere  procuring  of  homes  for 
destitute  children  ? 

With  our  experience — were  the  means  at  our  disposal,  should  we  not 
the  coming  year  accomplish  a  far  more  extensive  work  than  previous  years  ? 

There  are  thousands  of  children  in  our  city,  who  do  not  come  under 
the  legal  classification  of  vagrants;  yet  because  of  the  intemperance,  or 
inability  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  to  properly  provide  for  them,  are 
surrounded  by  the  worst  influences  of  our  streets,  and  suffering  for  the 
common  necessaries  of  life.  Receiving  from  their  parents  and  guardians 
little  or  no  restraint,  they  are  growing  up  in  our  very  midst,  the  rowdies, 
criminals,  and  paupers,  of  the  next  generation.  By  the  aid  of  such  appli- 
ances, as  I  have  just  proposed,  many  might  be  brought  under  our  care, 
who  are  now  kept  out  of  the  sphere  of  our  influence,  by  a  false  concep- 
tion held  by  many  of  the  poorer  classes,  relative  to  the  real  object  and 
design  of  our  Society. 

I  do  think,  gentlemen,  if  there  ever  was  a  work  deserving  the  sympa- 
thy and  support  of  the  community,  it  is  the  one  in  which  you  are  engaged ; 
a  work  which  has  thus  far  accomplished  ends,  which  will  be  known  and 
recognized  in  Heaven,  when  our  blessed  Lord  shall  come  to  make  up  His 
jewels." 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  me,  "Do  you  not  experience  great 
difficulty  in  procuring  homes  for  the  children?"  My  reply  is,  "Not  at 
all ;  so  far  from  experiencing  any  difficulty  in  procuring  homes  for  our 
children,  we  cannot  fill  one-half  of  the  applications  made  for  them;  and 
that  too  from  families,  bringing  us  the  most  satisfactory  testimonials." 
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When  we  consider  the  great  demand  for  labor  in  our  rural  districts, 
and  the  benefit  which  must  accrue  to  our  State  and  City,  by  the  removal 
of  this  class  of  children  to  the  country  •  should  not  this  double  benevo- 
lence elicit  from  our  legislature  and  city  council,  the  deepest  sympathy  ? 

Would  it  not  be  far  better  economy  to  aid  this  Society,  than  to  allow 
this  class  of  children  to  grow  up  in  our  midst,  and  thereby  not  only 
depriving  our  farmers  of  the  help  they  so  much  need,  but  also  fill  our 
alms  houses  and  jails  with  paupers  and  criminals.  I  feel  encouraged  to 
hope,  from  our  success  during  the  past  year,  that  our  Society  will  this 
year  be  better  appreciated  and  understood,  and  that  much  good  may  be 
accomplished  in  the  name  of  Him  who  took  the  children  in  His  arms  and 
blessed  them  Respectfully  submitted,

ROUGH  DIAMOND." 

Jimmy  R.,  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  Va.  He  is  now  eleven  years  of  age. 
His  father  died  of  the  yellow  fever  in  that  city,  in  September  of  1855.  The 
family  previous  to  the  father's  death  were  in  good  circumstances.  Jimmy's 
mother  married  again,  unfortunately.  The  family  removed  to  this  city,  where 
they  made  matters  worse  by  opening  a  drinking  saloon.  The  little  property 
possessed  by  the  mother,  was  gradually  squandered  by  her  husband,  who, 
after  having  reduced  her  and  her  children  to  abject  poverty,  deserted  them. 
The  mother  driven  to  desperation  takes  to  drink.  Her  two  boys,  noble  fel- 
lows by  the  way,  were  thrown  upon  the  charity  of  an  old  negro  servant,  for- 
merly employed  in  said  drinking  house,  but  at  present  living  in  a  low  alley 
in  the  western  section  of  our  city.  As  a  natural  consequence,  the  boys  were 
daily  surrounded  by  the  most  degrading  influences ;  and  suffering  for  the  com- 
monest necessaries  of  life,  not  even  enjoying  the  comfort  of  their  poor  mis- 
guided mother's  presence,  who  loves  her  boys  as  only  a  mother  can.  Calling 
to  see  her  sons,  she  was  informed  by  the  old  negro,  of  her  inability  longer  to 
provide  for  them,  and  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  her  procuring  for  them  an- 
other asylum.  Hearing  of  our  Institution,  accompanied  by  her  boys,  and  the 
faithful  negro,  she  came  to  our  "Home/'  but  shame  prevented  her  coming  in. 
The  negro  servant  came  into  our  office,  with  the  boys,  and  thus  made  known 
her  errand.  "These  two  boys,  sar  ;  has  beenlivin'  wid  me,  but  I  is  no  longer 
able  to  take  care  of 'em.     You  see,  sar  ;  I  used  to  cook  for  their  mother  when  she 

kept  a  Restaurant  in  street,  but  she  had  to  break  up  and  leave  'em 

wid  me ;  but  you  see  I  can't  do  for  'em  any  longer,  so  she  has  brought  'em 
to  you,  she's  out  on  the  pavement — you  see  she's  'shamed  to  come  in."  Our 
Agent  stepped  out  and  invited  the  poor  creature  in,  who  told  him  her  sad 
story  as  above  narrated,  after  which,  having  been  informed  of  the  object  and 
design  of  our  society,  she,  with  much  reluctance,  surrendered  the  boys  to  our 
care,  she  in  her  own  words,  "having  no  earthly  means  of  providing  for  them." 
Throwing  her  arms  about  her  sons'  necks,  she  burst  into  tears  as  she  bade  them 
farewell ;  and  the  next  day  returned  to  Virginia,  where  she  is  now.  Her 
boys  have  both  excellent  country  homes,  but  as  this  incident  alludes  more  es- 
pecially to  the  youngest,  (Jimmy),  we  will  confine  our  narrative  to  him.  Jim- 
my while  in  our  "Home,"  manifested  a  deep  interest  upon  the  subject  of  re- 
ligion ;  being  furnished  with  a  Bible,  he  occupied  most  of  his  time  in  its  pe- 
rusal. 
A  home  has  been  procured  for  Jimmy  in  an  excellent  christian  family   in 

T .  co.,  Md.,  where  he  is  learning  the  art  of  Photography.     The  following 

letter  has  been  received  by  us,  from  Jimmy  in  his  new  home  : 
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E ,  T r  Co.,  Mel,.  September  19^,  1865. 

My  Dear  Friend  : 

I  take  my  seat  to  write  to  you  these  few  lines,  to 
let  you  know  that  we  arrived  here  safe,  and  well.  We  stopped  at  Mr.  B's 
house  for  a  short  time.  Mary  and  myself  both  think  that  we  will  like  this 
family  we  are  with,  and  feel  perfectly  satisfied  so  far.  Please  give  my  love 
to  brother  Tommy  and  all  the  others  at  the  "Home."  Tell  Tommy  that  I  will 
send  him  my  likeness  in  a  few  days,  also  one  to  yourself  if  you  would  be 
pleased  to  receive  it.

"SHELTERED  FROM  THE  BLAST." 

An  extract  from  our  Agent7  s  tour  of  visitation  in  Pennsylvania: 
Took  the  Cumberland  Valley  Rail  Road  train  for  S.,  where  I  arrived  at 
4J  P.  M.,  August  17th.  Visited  Mr.  E .,  the  Foster  Parent  of  our  little  orphan 
Richey.  Mr.  E.  received  me  very  kindly.  Richey  upon  meeting  me,  hung 
upon  my  neck,  kissing  me,  and  placing  his  hands  in  mine,  looked  into  my 
face,  with  the  confidence  of  a  child  towards  his  parent.  Richey  is  a  great 
pet  ;  very  fond  of  Mr.  E.  and  his  family.  Considering  his  youth, — fourteen 
years — Richey  has  a  better  knowledge  of  farming  than  most  of  our  boys  ; 
can  not  only  plough,  but  do  the  general  work  required  upon  a  farm,  of  which 
he  is  very  f_nd.  Richey  is  a  good  boy  in  every  respect,  I  believe  a  true  child 
of  God.  In  the  course  of  a  conversation  with  Mr.  E.,  relative  to  Richey,  for 
whom  he  evinces  the  strongest  affection — having  adopted  him  in  the  place  of 
his  little  son  lately  deceased — that  gentleman  related  the  following  incident, 
which  I  will  endeavor  to  relate  as  nearly  as  possible  in  his  own  words. 
"Upon  our  arrival  at  home  from  Shippensburg,  after  receiving  Richey  from 
you,  I  said  to  him,  "  Richey,  I  want  you  to  call  me  'Pap/  and  my  wife 
'  Mother.  "  'This  proposition  appeared  to  cause  him  much  surprise,  as  he  did 
not  appear  to  realize  the  fact  that  I  had  adopted  him  as  my  own  son.  The 
next  morning  he  said  to  my  wife,  "  he  says  I  may  call  him  'Pap  ;'  ain't  that 
kind  ?     I  did'nt  think  I  could  do  that." 

This  spring  I  thought  of  removing  with  my  family  to  the  West,  where  some 
of  my  relatives  reside.  Happening  to  mention  my  desire  to  Richey,  he  sup- 
posing that  in  such  a  case  I  would  no  longer  require  his  services,  burst  into 
a  flood  of  tears,  declaring  that  he  would  never  leave  me.  While  interroga- 
ting him  relative  to  his  former  life  in  the  city,  he  informed  me  that  upon  one 
occasion,  while  in  the  streets  of  Baltimore,  he  was  so  pressed  with  hunger, 
that  he  stole  bread  from  a  dog  !  !  Richey  lost  his  mother  when  he  was 
nine  years  of  age.  At  the  death  of  his  mother,  he  was  thrown  upon  the 
care  of  an  aunt,  his  father  having  died  some  time  previous.  This  aunt 
being  herself  a  common  vagrant,  sent  him  out  daily  with  a  little  basket  to  beg 
cold  victuals  from  door  to  door.     It  was  while  thus  employed,  that  he  learned 
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those  pernicious  habits  of  his  street  companions,  which  but  for  the  grace  of 
God, which  snatched  him  as  a  brand  from  the  burning, would  have  ruined  him 
both  body  and  soul.  The  Father  of  the  Fatherless  delivered  His  little  helpless 
one,  as  shown  by  this  narrative.  Richey's  aunt  being  no  longer  able  to  pro- 
vide for  him,  brought  him  to  us,  and  we  in  our  turn  placed  him  in  his  present 
home.  Richey  is  one  of  the  smartest  and  healthiest  boys  in  the  county  in 
which  he  lives.  Mr.  E.  assures  me  that  he  is  perfectly  satisfied  with  him, 
and  treats  him  in  every  respect  like  his  own  son.  Richey  sheds  tears  at  the 
slightest  allusion  made  to  his  leaving  his  present  home.  He  attends  day 
school  regularly,  and  has  learned  to  read  and  write  very  well,  and  in  some 
of  the  other  branches  of  study  is  quite  proficient,  is  very  fond  of  study  and 
very  industrious  ;  attends  the  German  Reformed  Church  and  Sunday  School 
in  S.,  and  C.  is  as  well  clad  as  Mr.  E.  himself — indeed  I  could  not  wish  him  bet- 
ter clad.  Mr.  E.  is  a  highly  intelligent  farmer,  and  withal  a  very  pious  man. 
Went  with  Richey  after  the  horses  and  cows.  On  the  way  he  informed  me  that 
Mr.  E.  had  promised  him  an  interest  in  the  farm,  (some  250  acres  of  well 
cultivated  land.)  Richey  manifested  much  pride,  as  he  showed  me  over  the 
farm,  especially  the  barn  and  stables,  and  a  field  of  broom  corn  which  he  had 
himself  cultivated.  He  has  names  for  all  the  cattle  and  horses  upon  the 
place,  the  entire  live  stock  being  entrusted  to  his  care.  He  shewed  me  a 
beautiful  colt,  named  Gen.  Burnside,  which  he  was  attending,  it  being  sick; 
also  another  of  inferior  breed  which  Mr.  E.  has  given  him,  for  his  attention 
to  the  General.  In  a  word,  Richey  is  no  "eye  servant,"  no  one  need  watch 
him.  Remember  that,  boys  !  ! — he  does  his  work  better  without  watching. 
It  is  seldom,  if  ever  necessary  to  reprove  him  for  disobedience  or  neglect  :  as 
for  punishment  he  never  requires  that.  Mr.  E.  thinks  he  is  the  best  boy 
placed  out  in  his  county.  Richey  shewed  me  a  field  that  he  had  himself 
ploughed  with  a  shovel  plough,  and  pointing  to  another  field,  declared  his  in- 
tention to  plough  that  for  wheat.  In  Mr.  E's  absence  Richey  looks  after 
things  for  him.  In  order  to  shew  you  that  this  poor  child  is  grateful  for  the 
interest  manifested  in  him,  I  will  here  give  his  experience  in  his  own  words. 
He  says  : — "After  I  had,  been  with  Mr.  E.  about  a  week,  one  night  after 
I  had  gone  to  bed,  I  laid  awake  nearly  all  night,  crying  and  thanking  God 
for  giving  me  friends  to  care  for  me."  Before  leaving,  Richey  had  an  earnest 
talk  with  him  upon  the  subject  of  religion;  his  eyes  became  moist  with  tears, 
as  I  told  him  of  a  Saviour's  love.

Hans  is  an  orphan,  of  highly  respectable  connections.  Much  care  has  been 
bestowed  upon  him,  both  spiritually  and  temporally,  xhe  dying  reqaest  of 
his  father  was,  that  he  be  adopted  into  a  christian  family,  where  he  would 
have  opportunites  for  a  good  education.  Such  a  home  has  been  procured,  in 
one  of  the  first  families  of  our  State,  where  he  is  receiving  a  Collegiate  edu- 
cation, and  where  every  opportunity  will  be  afforded  him  to  attain  an  elevated 
position  in  society. 
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Hans,  through  his  affable  and  pleasant  manners,  has  obtained  for  himself 
many  friends,  and  is  a  striking  illustration  of  the  fact,  that  the  "Child- 
ren's Aid  Society"  DOES  NOT  confine  its  operations  to  the  vagrant  and  vi- 
cious, but  that  it  receives  some  who  are  adopted  into  even  aristocratic  families, 
without  any  detriment  to  such  families. 

Hans  has  visited  us,  and  we  him  ;  a  better  home  could  not  be  obtained.

'A    MYSTERY/ 


Police  Officer  Vm.  Pyle,  of  the  Southern  Police  Station,  brought  in  a  del- 
icate little  girl,  (a  North  Carolinian, )  about  six  years  of  age,  so  sick  as  to  ren- 
der her  almost  helpless.  This  good  man  informed  us  that  this  child  had  been 
brought  to  him  by  Capt.  Robert  Graham,  Commander  of  the  Steamer  "Ellie 
Knight,"  plying  between  this  port  and  Morehead  City,  North  Carolina,  who 
represented  that  upon  the  day  of  his  departure  from  Morehead  City,  he  re- 
ceived on  board,  by  order  of  the  Quarter  Master  stationed  there,  two  women 
and  this  child  ;  one  of  the  women  representing  herself  as  its  mother.  Du- 
ring the  passage  the  little  thing  was  taken  very  sick.  He,  supposing  the 
women  really  desired  assistance  for  the  child,  offered  to  prescribe  from  his 
medicine  chest.  Much  to  his  surprise  his  kind  offer  was  rejected,  the  women 
declaring  that  the  child  needed  no  medicine,  although  she  was  evidently  very 
ill.  Upon  arrival  of  the  steamer  at  our  wharf,  these  women,  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  Captain's  absence,  left  the  child  in  the  care  of  the  colored  stew- 
ardess, directing  her  to  procure  it  a  home  somewhere,  as  they  could  no  longer 
provide  for  it,  and  could  not  take  it  with  them  ;  thus  this  poor  little  forsaken 
one  was  deserted  by  these  fiends  in  human  form.  The  Captain  upon  his 
return,  being  informed  of  the  above  facts,  immediately  took  charge  of  the 
child,  and  after  consultation  with  Mr.  Pyle,  delivered  her  to  that  gentleman, 
who,  after  reporting  the  case  to  his  superior  officer  at  the  Southern  Station, 
brought  her  to  our  "Home." 

There  is  no  reader  of  this  incident  so  callous  to  the  sufferings  of  helpless 
childhood,  but  would  have  been  affected  to  tears,  could  they  have  seen  this 
little  one  as  we  did ;  even  our  noble  Police,  whose  every  day  experience  is  to 
witness  scenes  of  human  suffering,  shed  tears,  when  they  saw  little  Mary, 
and  heard  her  sad  tale  at  the  Station.  She  was  reduced  to  a  mere  skeleton, 
and  so  sick  from  hardship  and  neglect,  as  almost  to  deprive  her  of  the  use  of 
her  limbs.  Suffering  from  intermittant  fever  and  dropsy,  she  would  doubt- 
less have  died,  but  for  the  prompt  aid  rendered  her  by  friendly  strangers. 

Being  unable  to  learn  more  of  her  name,  than  "Mary,"  or  any  information 
relativeto  her  parentage,  weby request  of  Capt.  Graham,  added  "Ellie  Knight/ 
after  the  steamer.  Now  we  call  our  "Little  Wanderer,"  "Mary  Ellie 
Knight."  Every  means  in  our  power,  have  been  adopted  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain her  parentage,  home  and  former  condition,  but  so  far  without  success. 
We  asked  her,  "Where  is  your  mother?"  "Mother  died."  Where  is  your 
father?"  "The  Yankees  killed  him."  She  says  further  that  she  was  with 
her  mother  when  she  died,  but  was  not  allowed  to  attend  her  funeral,  being, 
taken  from  the  death  bed  of  her  mother  to  the  home  of  the  two  women  who 
brought  her  to  our  city,  neither  of  whom  were  related  to  her.     Mary   says 
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one  of  these  women  was  named  Eliza,  (her  surname  she  did  not  know,)  and 
the  other,  Mary  Cross.  AU  Mary  knew  relative  to  her  home,  was  that  she 
was  conveyed  in  a  carriage,  during  the  day  upon  which  her  mother  died,  from 
her  mother's  residence  to  Morehead  City.  Mary's  behavior  while  with  us, 
plainly  indicated  that  she  had  from  her  infancy,  been  accustomed  to  a  life  of 
hardships  and  privation  ;  possessed  of  none  of  the  vivacity  of  childhood.  She 
would,  as  she  grew  better  able  to  walk  about,  wander  over  the  house,  like  a 
decrepid  old  woman — keeping  aloof  from  the  rest  of  the  children  ;  preferring 
to  be  alone.     We  have  seen  her  smile,  but  never  knew  her  to  laugh  or  play. 

Having  by  correspondence,  and  advertising  in  North  Carolina  papers,  made 
every  enquiry  relative  to  her  without  success,  had  her  committed  to  our  care 
by  John  Showacre,  Esq.,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  for  Southern  Police  Station, 
after  which  we  placed  her  with  the  foster  parents  of  one  of  our  boys,  residing 
near  Woodstock,  Howard  co.,  Md. 

Should  this  statement  meet  the  eye  of  any  of  the  relatives  of  Mary,  we 
would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  them. 

"CITY  ARAB." 

Brought  in  by  Police  Officer.  Johnny  B.,  six  years  of  age  ;  committed  by 
Charles  P.  Meredith,  Esq.,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  for  Western  Police  Station. 
Commitment  reads  thus  : — "Suffering  through  the  extreme  indigence  of  his 
parents,  and  living  a  common  thief;" — Beautiful  boy  !  !  curly  auburn  hair, — 
large  expressive  blue  eyes — oval  face,  and  fair  skin  {discovered  when  the 
dirt  was  removed) — Hair  tangled  and  matted ; — hands  black  with  dirt,  ground 
into  them  ;—feet  literally  as  black  as  this  ink.  Ragged  and  filthy  cap,  pants 
and  jacket; — no  shoes  !  no  drawers  !  !  no  shirt  !  !  !  Hair  swarming  with 
vermin  ;  clothing  extremely  filthy,  and  worthless  ; — obliged  to  throw  them 
away.  Undertook,  for  the  benefit  of  exercise,  to  wash  him  ; — consumed  over 
an  hour  at  the  operation  ;  had  literally  to  scrub  him  ; — half  an  hour  occu- 
pied in  washing  his  feet  andhands.  Johnny  tells  "the  oft  told  tale" — "Father 
and  Mother  they  gets  drunk  ; — had  no  breakfast ; — Mother  don't  give  us  child- 
ren much  to  eat  ; — says  she  has  to  save  all  the  money  to  pay  the  rent. 
When  I  gets  big  enough  I'll  take  care  of  mother,  I'll  bet  ye  !  !  !  Mother 
drinks  whiskey  ; — don't  do  any  work  ; — she  sets  on  the  steps  "still" — keeps 
the  bottle  in  the  cubboard  ''still"  and  goes  to  it  every  half  hour.  When  she 
gets  very  drunk,  she  goes  to  bed,  till  she  gits  sober  ; — beats  me  sometimes, 
when  she  is  drunk  ; — made  me  cry  once.  Father  he  come  home  drunk  one 
day,  and  fell  in  the  alley  ; — when  mother  saw  him  she  laughed  at  him  I  V* 
Johnny  is  one  of  the  smartest,  and  prettiest  little  chaps  we  ever  saw.  He 
looks  like  another  boy  :  now  he  is  washed  and  decked  in  clean  clothes.  He 
calls  us  "Pap." 

Johnny  is  an  applicant  for  a  home  with  a  Christian  farmer,  "none  others 
need  apply." 

THE  TROUBLES  OF  A  CHILD. 

Frank ,  a  boy  of  eight  years  of  age,  was  brought  in  by  his  father, 
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who  represented  that  Frank  was  the  only  remaining  child  of  six  ;  all  of 
whom  died  from  the  effect  of  deformities,  produced  at  their  birth  ;  caused  "by 
the  beastly  intemperance  of  their  mother,  who  is  constantly  drunk. 

Being  absent  from  home  a  great  deal,  he  is  of  necessity  compelled  to  en- 
trust his  son  to  the  care  of  his  wife,  who  has  rendered  herself  utterly  incom- 
petent for  such  a  charge,  by  her  intemperance.  He  therefore  commits  his 
son  to  our  care. 

Frank  is  a  remarkably  intelligent  child.  We  will  therefore  give  an  ac- 
count of  his  troubles,  as  nearly  in  his  own  words  as  possible,  for  hard  knocks 
have  not  broken  his  spirit  down,  nor  deprived  his  little  heart  of  thebuoyance 
that  belongs  to  childhood.  "Father  and  mother  both  drink.  Father  gives 
mother  money  for  bread,  and  she  spends  it  for  whiskey.  Father  and  mother 
used  to  fight ;  and  then  they'd  beat  me.  Mother  drove  father  out  of  the  room  ; 
as  he  was  runnin  he  threw  a  knife  at  mother  and  cut  her  in  the  face  and 
then  hardly  had  time  to  get  through  the  door,  before  she  was  after  him,  but 
she  did'nt  catch  him.  I  got  under  the  bed.  Both  of  'em  used  to  pull  me  over 
the  floor  and  beat  me.  Father  says  he  will  cut  my  ears  off,  if  I  buy  mother 
any  more  whiskey  ;  because  she  would  get  whiskey  with  the^money  he  gave 
her  to  get  supper  with,  and  then  there  would'nt  be  any  supper.  Mother  has 
been  in  the  watch  house  often.     She  is  in  Jail  now." 

But  Frank  has  been  adopted  by  a  Christian  gentleman,  in  the  country  ; 
he  having  no  children  of  his  own.  We  have  heard  from  Frank  in  his  coun- 
try home  ; — he  is  getting  on  finely.

ciety to  receive  them.     The  children  are  also  very  anxious  to  come  to  you.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  inquiries  respecting  children  to  be  sent  into 
the  country,  we  would  make  the  following  statement  of  our  purposes  and 
plan  of  working : 

"We  receive  children  from  8  to  15  years  for  Boys,  and  from  8  to  12  for  Girls. 

Children  without  parents  or  guardians,  can  be  adopted  or  indentured  by 
the  proper  authorities,  in  the  town  of  the  applicant. 

We  can  sometimes  induce  parents  to  make  a  legal  transfer  of  their  children, 
but  more  frequently  we  only  have  permission  to  send  them  with  the  expectation 
that,  if  both  parties  are  satisfied  after  a  trial,  the  children  are  to  remain  till 
of  age  ;  if  the  children  do  not  prove  satisfactory,  they  may  be  returned  to  us  at 
the  expiration  of  two  months,  if  not  bound. 

We  do  not  place  children  out  as  servants,  but  wish  for  them  good  homes  in 
Christian  families,  where  they  will  be  treated  with  kindness,  have  opportu- 
nities for  school,  be  trained  to  habits  of  industry,  under  a  religious  influence, 
and  with  those  who  will  take  an  interest  in  their  future  welfare. 

A  letter  of  recommendation  from  your  pastor,  or  some  responsible  person, 
is  necessary  ;  if  you  live  in  a  neighborhood  where  we  have  a  "Local  Commit- 
tee," we  expect  its  endorsement,  and  if  you  have  acquaintances  in  Ba'timore, 
we  wish  their  address.  When  the  child  is  of  age,  some  provision  in  money 
or  otherwise  must  be  made  for  it.     See  question  14. 

Persons  are  expected  to  call  at  the  "Home,"  or  send  s^me  responsible  per- 
son for  the  children.  Those  who  cannot  call  or  send,  must  wait  until  the 
Agent  can  deliver  the  children  to  them,  and  they  are  expected  to  pay  their 
traveling  expenses  from  Baltimore,  and  also  back,  if  returned. 
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It  is  desired  that  parties  applying  give  full  information  as  to  their  wants, 
and  it  is  advised  that  they  apply  for  the  younger  children,  experience  teach- 
ing us  that  they  are  more  easily  managed,  and  give  more  general  satisfaction 
than  the  older. 

We  shall  insist  upon  your  writing  us  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the 
child  twice  a  year,  on  the  First  of  January  and  First  of  July.

4.  Will  you  retain  the  child  until  it  has  had  9,  fair  trial  of  two  months,  and 
then  keep  it  if  you  are  satisfied  ? 

5.  Should  you  wish  to  return  the  child  at  the  expiration  of  two  months' 
trial,  will  you  do  so  at  your  own  expense,  and  be  responsible  for  its  safe  arri- 
val at  our  "Home*'  in  Baltimore?

An  Act  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  IV  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  for  Balti- 
more City,  title  "  Vagrants,"  for  the  purpose  of  extending  to  the  Children's  Aid 
Society,  the  provisions  therein  relating  to  the  Home  of  the  Friendless. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  that  the  following  Sec- 
tion be  added  to  Article  IV.  of  the  Public  Local  Law  for  Baltimore  City, 
title  Vagrants: 

Sec.  1.  The  Judges  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Judge 
of  the  Criminal  Court,  any  Justice^  of  the  Peace,  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor 
and  the  ward-managers  of  the  Poor,  and  any  Police  Officer  or  Constable  of 
said  city,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  deal  with,  and  commit  to 
the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Bal- 
timore, any  minor  whether  male  or  female,  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  circumstances*  as  they  are  authorized  to  deal  with  and  commit  fe- 
male minors  to  the  care  and  charge  of  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  by  the 
Public  Local  Law  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Article  IV,  title  "Vagrants," 
Section  907  to  927  both  inclusive,  and  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers 
of  said  Children's  Aid  Society  of  Baltimore,  are  hereby  vested  in  regard  to 
all  minors  male  or  female,  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  authority  which 
the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  or  the  President  and  Managers  thereof  by  said 
Public  Local  Law  of  Baltimore  City  are  vested  with  in  regard  to  female 
minors,  and  are  to  observe  the  same  forms  and  regulations  in  regard  to  the 
binding  out,  adopting  or  otherwise  disposing  of  minors,  male  and  female, 
committed  to  them  by  virtue  of  this  law,  except  that  the  President  and  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society  may  bind  out  or  dispose  of  male 
minors  committed  to  them  until  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

♦These  circumstances  are,  being  destitute,  and  suffering  for  want  of  support— 
found  begging  about  the  streets  of  Baltimore  city— child  of  a  beggar— suffering  through 
the  extreme  indigence  of  parents— or  bad  habits  of  parents— or  neglect  of  parents— ille- 

ftftimate  child,  without  sufficient  sustenance  afforded — or  child  of  persons  without 
he  state  of  Maryland,  without  sufficient  sustenance  afforded. 


Constitution  &  By-Laws  of  the  Cites  AM  Society  of  Baltimore. 

CONSTITUTION. 

1.  This  Society  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society 
of  Baltimore. 

1.  Its  ol'ject  shall  be  to  improve  the  condition  of  poor  and  destitute  children 
of  this  city,  and  especially,  by  procuring  them  homes  in  the  country. 

3.  The  affairs  and  business  of  the  society  shall  be  managed  by  thirty(30) 
Managers,  who  shall  be  chosen  here.ifter.  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be 
designated  for  that  purpose  in  the  By-Laws.  The  Managers  in  office,  at  the 
time  of  the  f  rmation  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  Wm.  B.  Canfield,  Judge 
H.  L.  Bond,  Dr.  H.  S  Hunt.  Edw.  M.  Greexway,  A.  G.  P.  Dodge,  T. 
S.  Rhett,  Dr.  J.  C  Thomas.  VV.  H.  Stran,  E  \*  httman,  Jksse  Tyson, 
R.  S  Matthews.  V  .  C  Palmer,  Enw.  M.  Keith.  W.  C  Hopkins  John 
"W.  Davis,  Thos.  Creamer,  J.  Dean  Smith.  Wm.  A.  Wisong,  T.  D.  Baird, 
A.  F.  Crane.  J.  W.  Selby,  W.  H.  Richardson,  C.J.  Baker,  J.  R.  Still- 
son.  Chas.  H.  Mercer.  Rev  I.  P.  Cook,  M.  N.  Forney,  Gerard  H.  Reese, 
Dr.  L.  H.  Stunek,  Edw.  Otis  Htnkley  who  shall  serve  for  one  year  and 
until  others  are  appointed,  and  shall  from  their  own  number  appoint  a  President 
Vice  President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
who  shall  serve  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their  stead. 

4.  Every  person  who  shall  have  contributed  within  the  year  to  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  not  less  than  thirty  days  preceding  the  annual  election,  and 
wh'se  whole  contribution  shall  have  been  entered  upon  the  boo"ks.  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  member  thereof,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  of  Man- 
age is. 

6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  |  rescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their 
compensation,  and  in  general,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Society. 

They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  number,  occasioned  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  annual  election  occurring  after 
such  vacancy. 

6.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
every  month. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  also  be  called  by  the  President  and  Vice  President, 
or  on  the  written  request  of  any  three  Managers. 

3.  Seven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice  President,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Society  and  Hoard,  and  perform  the  duties  usual  to  such  officer. 

6.  'I  he  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  and  Board. 

6.  'J  he  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  General  Superintendent  as  the 
Board  may  direct. 

7.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  authorized  to  pay  any  funds  in  his  hands,  on  the 
order  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  countersigned  by  the  President,  or  in 
his  absence  by  three  Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  report  the 
amount  of  receipts  and  expenditures  since  the  last  stated  meeting  and  the 
amount  of  funds  on  hand. 

8.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  in 
October  in  each  year,  as  the  Board  may  designate,  at  which  time  the  annual 
election  for  Managers  shall  take  place,  and  a  report  of  the  workings  of  the 
Society  shall  be  made  by  the  Board. 

9.  No  alteration  of,  or  addition  to,  the  By  Laws  shall  be  made,  except  at  a 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  the 
last  previous  stated  meeting.  e 
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
